Leaf Beetle 
Is Threat

New Nuclear 
Engine Eyed 


Dayton Lab Gets 
Space Study Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
space officials hope a new and 
relatively simple nuclear rocket 
engine being developed in Day­ 
ton. Ohio. will some day make 
unmanned scientific missions in 
interplanetary space. 
The new rocket engine—nam­ 
ed the “Poodle”—will use a 
radioactive isotope instead of 
a nuclear reactor being used in 
another nuclear rocket engine 
also being developed, the “Rov­ 
er.” 
The “Poodle” is being devel­ 
oped by Space Technology Lab­ 
oratories of Dayton, a division 
of Thompson Ramo Wooldridge, 
Inc., with the joint support of 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion and the Air Force. 
The AEC unveiled “Project 
Poodle” Monday. It has been 
named 
“Poodle” 
because 
it 
will be designed to propel space 
payloads relatively lighter than 
those planned for “Rover.”

Gov. James A. 
Rhodes and 
Kansas Gov. John Anderson Jr. 
are slated to appear on a “Meet 
the Press” television broadcast

Conference in Cleveland Sun­ 
day. 
Rhodes is host governor for 
the conference opening Satur­ 
day and Anderson is chairman. 
Both are Republicans. 
Rhodes said today he sup­ 
posed he would be questioned 
about Ohio’s delegation to the 
GOP national convention. He is 
“favorite son” of the 58-vote un­ 
committed group. It contains 
strong support for U. S. Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, Arizona, for 
President, assording to an Asso­ 
ciated Press poll. 
Rhodes has been included by 
some in the stable of darkhorse 
prospects for the presidential 
or vice presidential nomination 
although claiming no national 
ambitions at this time. His bal­ 
ancing of the state budget with­ 
out new taxes has attracted na­ 
tionwide attention since he took 
office early last year for a four- 
year term. 
The Ohio governor said he 
would go to Cleveland Tuesday 
or Wednesday to direct final 
preparations for the conference 
that ends Wednesday, June IO.

The President was questioned 
about reports that some Ameri­ 
can military equipment being 
used in South Viet Nam—nota­ 
bly helicopters—is obsolete. 
Johnson replied that he has no 
worry “about the quality of the 
equipment or the quality of the 
men handling it.” 
He said military authorities 
are using the equipment they 
think best. And he said it is only 
normal for flaws to crop up 
from time to time in any piece 
of machinery. 
On other topics, Johnson: 
—Emphasized that the United 
States intends to maintain aer­ 
ial surveillance of Cuba, al­ 
though he left open the possi­ 
bility that reconnaissance meth­ 
ods might be revised from time 
to time. 
—When asked to comment on 
the possibility that Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy might seek 
the Democratic senate nomina­ 
tion in New York, said that’s a 
matter for Kennedy and the 
people of New York to decide. 
—Declared that the economy 
is responding well to the 1964 
tax cut, and that the January 
forecast of a $623 billion nation 
a1 output this year will be 
“realized or bettered.”

NEW YORK (AP)—The Bet­ 
ter Business Bureau covering 
the 
New 
York 
metropolitan 
area recently received a flurry 
of complaints about a television 
repair service — fake repairs 
and phony bills. 
The bureau set up a televi­ 
sion set in perfect order except 
for one good $2 tube which was 
carefully replaced by a worn - 
out one and installed in the 
home of a BBB investigator. 
The television service was sum­ 
moned. 
The 
repairman 
appeared, 
murmured something about a 
big, difficult job and carried the 
set back to his shop. In due 
time it was returned—with a 
$41 bill. The information was 
turned over to the district at­ 
torney. Prosecution and convic­ 
tion followed. 
Fortunately as the television 
business grows older, the num­ 
ber of gyp repairmen has di­ 
minished impressively. Such si­ 
tuations 
are 
becoming more 
and more infrequent. 
The New York BBB received 
1,034 complaints about televi­ 
sion repair practices in 1959. 
Last 
year, 
this 
total 
had 
dropped to 598. 
“People often are attracted 
by low prices,” said a Better 
Business Bureau representative. 
“They are tempted to call in 


someone 
who 
advertises 
a 
charge of only $1, $2 or $3 for a 
service call. We’ve pointed out; 
many times that a repairman 
can’t make a living on such a 
basis and that he might try to; 
make up the difference with 
other charges.” 
Simple attrition has forced 
most gyps out of business while J 
the reputable firms stayed and 
prospered. 
Although a lot of knowledge­ 
able people are do-it-yourself 
fixers, most manufacturers of 
television sets do not encourage 
the practice. 
“There is a lot of high voltage 
in the back of the set,” ex­ 
plained one company executive. 
“Unless the normal safety prac­ 
tices are observed, a person 
could get hurt.” 
The three major television 
networks, using millions of dol­ 
lars worth of electronic equip­ 
ment and the services of small

Moon Project Optimism 


Within the next five and one-half 
years, if the goal set three years ago 
is met, an American will set foot on the 
moon, lf he does take his lunar walk 
before the end of the decade, the first 
chapter will close on what has been 
and is one of the most bitter contro­ 
versies of the space age. 
Though a successful Apollo space trip 
is completed before 1970, the outlook 
for more to follow in rapid succession 
is dim. If the first-trip plans now well 
underway miss the rendezvous date by 
much, the eventual success of the proj­ 
ect will be anti-climactic. 
At this point in Its construction pro­ 
gram, the Apollo spacecraft gives in­ 
dication of being ready on time. Much 
of 
the 
preliminary 
design 
and en­ 
gineering work has been completed, 
and the remainder of this year will be 
devoted to building and testing com­ 
plete models. 
Approval has been given to a mock­ 
up of the final design for both the com­ 
mand module, which will carry the 
three astronauts, and the service craft 
which will accompany the command 
module to carry the supporting equip­ 
ment. 
By mid-July, the first Apollo space­ 
craft will be completely assembled and 
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ready for ground testing under simu­ 
lated space conditions. Actual space 
tests of the command and service mo­ 
dule complex will not be made until 
early 1966. 
Flight tests of the Saturn V rocket 
are scheduled for 1967, about the time 
the first orbital tests will be made of 
the command and service modules with 
the lunar excursion craft. The l a t t e r 
vehicle is a separate spacecraft which 
will provide shuttle service between the 
orbiting c o m m a n d module and the 
moon. 
It will precede the astronauts to the 
moon and will be left behind when they 
return to the earth. 
As the Apollo project moves f r o m 
the technical problems to assembling 
and testing of the m ajor components, 
the critical stages of success or failure 
come closer. The public soon will be­ 
gin to see some evidence of the $20 bil­ 
lion it will have invested in A p o l l o 
by the time the first human foot steps 
on moon dust. 
This far into the program, there is 
little thought of turning back or putting 
on the brakes. For better or worse, the 
question “Is this trip necessary?’’ has 
evolved into “Can we make it on sched­ 
ule?”

Congressman William H. Har- 
sha of Ohio announced today 
that 
he 
had 
introduced 
two 
measures to amend the Social 
Security Act. 
The Ohio lawmaker said that 
under the present Social Secur­ 
ity law an individual receiving 
benefits and fortunate enough to 
hold down a part-time job may 
earn only $100 a month in in­ 
come without having his govern­ 
ment pension checks reduced. 
The average monthly benefits 
under Social Security today is a 
meager $76. Such a tightly lim ­ 
ited monthly income will buy 
precious little in this day of high 
prices that are getting higher 
each month, he added. 
“ To make the feeling of neg­ 
lect and uselessness worse, too 
many of us tend to think that 
an individual has lived out his 
or her productive life at 65” , 
Harsha said. 
“ Too 
frequently 
aged citizens are pushed off into 
the corner and forgotten. Yet 
we have much to gain by en­ 
couraging mature people to give 
us the benefit of their experi­ 
ences, of their talent, and wis­ 
dom acquired over the years. 
I Whether they are retired school 
I teachers or ex-store clerks, they 
can still contribute much to our 
communities and nation. 
“ For the federal government 
to d e n y the industrious and 
creative their freedom by the 
establishment of a low artificial 
ceiling on income is unfair. It 
stems from what I believe is a 
I misunderstanding of the Social 
Security system. Too many tend 
! to think of it solely as a pension 
fund to be used for retirem ent. 
Actually it is an insurance pro- 
g r a rn 
providing 
protection 
against loss of income through 
old age, disability or death. 


I 
“ Many o l d e r citizens who 
have been gainfully employed 
and have contributed into the 
Social Security fund over many 
years are not ready to sit back 
and do nothing. They want to 
continue to work, to be produc­ 
tive members of society. T h e 
$100 a month outside earnings 
limitation is unfair, and I have 
introduced a bill which would 
increase this amount to $3,000 
annually. 
“This 
would 
enable 
many 
men and w o m e n covered by 
Social Security to work more 
without losing benefits, thereby 
providing them with an oppor­ 
tunity to earn a s u i t a b l e in­ 
come for adequate housing, de­ 
cent clothes and the other es­ 
sentials. This is not a “hand­ 
out” for s e n i o r citizens. They 
have contributed into the Social 
Security system and are right- 
f u l l y entitled to their fair re ­ 
turn. Moreover, the elderly at 
work will bring in more taxes 
to the government. 
Furthermore, Harsha contin­ 
ued. there are 
many 
people 
presently existing in Social Se­ 
curity besefits who are unable 
to work. With today’s high cost 
of living and increased medical 
expenses, it is difficult to make 
ends meet. 
“ For this reason, I have in­ 
troduced a second bill authoriz­ 
ing a IO per cent across - the- 
board increase in benefits, to 
enable these elderly citizens to

“ In my opinion, this is a more 
effective and realistic means of 
combating poverty than estab­ 
lishing another federal bureau 
with federal direction and in- 
, tervention on a hit or miss ba­ 
sis,” the Congressman said.

A Gl's General Remembers 
Bradley Recalls Full Excitement 
Of H-Hour, D-Day Off Normandy 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Although 
he sits on the board of 24 foun­ 
dations and companies and is 
chairman of the board of Bulova 
Watch Co., Omar Nelson Brad­ 
ley today flashes the same shy 
smile and crackles with the 
homespun wit that won him the 
affectionate title of the “ Gl’s 
General” in World War II. At 
71, the ranking American offi­ 
cer in the field on D-Day is still 
an imposing 
combination 
of 
West Point soldierly bearing 
and backwoods Missouri neigh­ 
borliness.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Stand- 


ing on the bridge of the USS 
Augusta in the predawn dark­ 
ness of June 6, 1944, with just 
the ghost of a moon glimmering 
through the overcast, I listened 
to the steady drone of our heavy 
bombers high above the clouds 
and watched the enemy antiair­ 
craft stab blindly at them in the 
blackened night. 
Suddenly the Augusta opened 
fire with her 8-inch turrets and, 
as the ship shuddered with each 
salvo, I plugged up my ears 
with cotton. Less than five miles 
off our bow, Omaha Beach lay 
blurred in the morning mist. 
After months of planning and 
rehearsing, after long weary 
days of fighting through Africa 
and Sicily and up through the 
boot of Italy, our time had 
come. It was H-Hour on D-Day 
off the Normandy coast. 
Already our demolition teams 
had gone in to blast out the 
underwater obstacles so ingeni­ 
ously planted by Field Marshal 
Rommel. Already our Rangers 
were scaling the shingled cliffs 
to knock out the coastal guns. 
Already our airborne divisions 
had 
been 
dropped 
into 
the 
hedgerows behind the beaches, 
and our Sherman tanks were 
rolling off the LCTs and trying 
to “ swim” ashore with the aid 
of the floating canvas skirts that 
the resourceful British had in­ 
vented. 
Soon the first wave of infantry 
would be hitting the beach. For 
better or for worse, Operation 
Overlord had run beyond the 
reach of its admirals and gen­ 
erals and was in the hands of 
the individual unit command­ 
ers. The biggest, most ambi­ 
tious amphibious invasion in 
military history was irrevocably 
under way. 
That chilly morning off the 
coast of Normandy left with me 
many memories that the inter­ 
vening 
20 
years 
have 
not 
dimmed. 
I remember first scanning the 


skies and waiting for the Luft­ 
waffe. Why didn’t it come? 
Goering’s Stukas and Messer- 
schmitts would never have a 
more congested or rewarding 
target. 
Our 
assault 
fleet 
stretched in an unending line 
across the channel. Yet through­ 
out the daylight hours I saw no 
hostile planes. 
I remember my surprise at 
the strength the enemy showed 
on the left side of Omaha beach, 
where our battle-tested 1st Divi­ 
sion ran into the crack German 
352nd Division. Our intelligence 
had led us to believe that their 
coastal defense lines would be 
weak, manned for the most part 
by mediocre troops — Poles and 
Russians who had defected from 
the Eastern Front. Instead, we 
learned on the eve of the inva­ 
sion that the 352nd had been 
moved in from St. Lo on what 
was ostensibly a training exer­ 
cise. 
I remember worrying about 
the weather, and wondering if 
the decision to go ahead with 
the invasion after stormy seas 
had forced a postponement the 
previous day was the correct 
one. The waves were much 
stronger than we would have 
liked. The first of those floating 
tanks on which we had relied so 
heavily sank in the high waves. 
Later we learned that of the 32 
tanks launched from the landing 
craft only five managed to get 
ashore. 
And, as in every field engage­ 
ment, I remember thinking with 
a heavy heart of the day’s ob­ 
jectives in terms of the lives it 
would cost. For a combat com 
mander, this is the real agony 
of war. Just before the invasion, 
I had gone down to the staging 
area and talked with some of 
the assault battalions, where the 
statement 
had 
been 
tossed 
around that none of them would 
come back, that they would all 
be killed on the beaches. I re­ 
member telling them that yes, 
there would be casualties, but 
that with all the firepower we 
were arranging we would try to 
keep them at a minimum. 
As it turned out, General 
Eisenhower’s 
decision to 
go 
ahead with the invasion was an 
inspired,' courageous 
decision 
that undoubtedly changed the 
course of the war and the 
course of history. The high 
winds and heavy overcast that 
caused our bombers to over­ 
shoot their targets had an even 
more disastrous effect on the 
enemy. 
They kept his navy patrols in

undetected.

Ohio Fair Trade Laws 
Ruled Constitutional 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The I entered into an agreement with 
Supreme Court upheld Monday 
constitutionality of Ohio’s Fair 
Trade Act. 
Validity of the act was ques­ 
tioned by Hudson Distributors, 
Inc., operator of discount re­ 
tail stores in Cleveland. Hudson 
sued the Upjohn Co. and Eli 
Lilley A Co. 
Justice Arthur J. Goldberg 
delivered the 8-1 decision. Jus­ 
tice John M. Harlan dissented. 
Goldberg said that the price- 
fixing authorized by the Ohio 
law, involving goods moving in 
interstate commerce “ would be, 
absent approval by congress, 
clearly illegal under the Sher­ 
man Antitrust Act.” 
“ Congress, however, in the 
McGuire 
Act 
has 
approved 
state statutes sanctioning re­ 
sale price maintenance schemes 
such as those involved here,” 
Goldberg said. 
“ Whether it is good policy to 
permit such laws is a matter for 
Congress to decide. Where the 
ftatutory language and the leg­ 
islative history clearly indicate 
the purpose of Congress that 
purpose must be upheld. We 
therefore affirm the judgments 
of the Supreme Court of Ohio.” 
Harlan, in dissenting, said the 
Supreme Court should have dis­ 
missed the Hudson appeal be­ 
cause the high tribunal lacked 
jurisdiction. He based this on 
the view that the Ohio State 
courts did not reach any federal 
question in upholding the state 
law. 
Fair trade laws in general 
permit a manufacturer to en­ 
force minimum retail selling 
prices for his products. 
Congress in 1952 in what is 
known as the McGuire Fair 
Trade Law made the practice 
legal despite the antitrust stat­ 
utes. The McGuire law did not 
directly provide for price fix­ 
ing agreements, but permitted 
enforcements 
of 
stat* 
which authorized them. 
Ohio's Fair Trade Act of 1989 
is based on a theory of implied 
contract. This is that a retailer 
who buys a product with notice 
that the manufacturer or whole­ 
saler has fixed a minimum re­ 
sale price “shall thereby have 


such proprietor not to sell such 
commodity at less than the 
minimum price stipulated.” 
Hudson questioned whether a 
state could authorize price-fix­ 
ing arrangements without re­ 
quiring an actual contract or 
agreement as those terms are 
ordinarily understood. The firm 
argued that Congress by the 
McGuire act did not intend to 
let states permit whatever they 
wanted in the fair trade field. 
The decision will be a boon 
to competition, State Commerce 
Director J. Gordon Peltier says. 
The act, passed by the 1959 
legislature over Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle’s veto, has been tied up 
in the courts since well before 
the date it was to become ef­ 
fective. 
Essentially, it was challenged 
by discount operations and de­ 
fended by many smaller busi­ 
ness operations like hardware 
stores and druggists. At -issue 
is authority for a manufacturer 
to enforce a minimum retail 
sales prices for items he makes. 
Some organizations, such as 
the Ohio State Council of Retail 
Merchants, had members (Mi 
both sides. The Ohio Chamber 
of Commerce also declined com­ 
ment on today’s ruling. 
Peltier said he thinks the act 
will be helpful to Ohio’s econ­ 
omy. 
And Jack Kirwin, executive 
secretary of the Ohio State 
Pharmaceutical Association, al­ 
so termed it “quite a boon to 
small businesses,” adding: “We 
don’t know what other recourse 
small business has.” 
Kinwin said it is “a fight for 
survival.” 
Atty. Gen. William B. Sax bt* 
said he does not expect the deci­ 
sion to have any immediate ef­ 
fect on Ohio discount houses, 
however. 
He said it might affect them 
in the long run as their stock 
laws J of trade-name goods diminishes. 
The attorney general said it is 
up to manufacturers to police 
Bade of their brand-name goods 
at suggested prices.

weather acted as a protective 
screen for our beach landings. 
Not only couldn’t the Germans 
see us, but they couldn’t believe 
that we would attack in such 
dirty weather. 
If we had called off our inva­ 
sion that day we wrould have 
had to wait two weeks for favor­ 
able tide conditions and avail­ 
able morning light. This would 
have meant refueling the fleet 
and depending on 140,000 men 
to keep the biggest secret of the 
war in Europe. Besides, two 
weeks later the channel was 
lashed by its biggest summer 
storm in 20 years. We would 
have had to wait until July and 
we would have had difficulty in 
clearing a port (Cherbourg) by 
Sept. 15, the last date that sup­ 
plies could be landed over the 
beach. 
By that time, of course, the 
Germans had developed the V-l 
rocket. 
I sometimes 
wonder 
what would have happened had 
they been able to launch those 
buzz bombs on our troop concen­ 
trations back in England prior 
to the invasion. 
Even though our two airborne 
divisions, Matt Ridgway’* 82nd 
and Maxwell Taylor’s 101st, had 
missed their jump targets and 
were badly scattered, this too 
contributed to the confusion of 
the enemy. The paratroopers 
kept their heads and began 
working their way toward the 
beaches, 
cutting 
communica­ 
tions as they went. It must have 
been very disconcerting for the 
German* to have been getting 
reports of some troops in so 
many places. They had no way 
of knowing then how big the in­ 
vasion was or where it wa* 
really centered. 
I remember talking with 
sergeant and a private on Utah 
Beach who had been dropped 
almost as far up as Cherbourg 
They knew they were way off 
the target, so they began work­ 
ing back toward the beach, 
traveling by night and 
hiding 
during the daytime. They said 
their worst experience was one 
day when our big navy guns 
opened up on a German gun 
battery. The German gun bat­ 
tery 
personnel 
came 
and 
jumped in the same ditch in 
which they were hiding. 
The big thing, of course, was 
that Hitler never really became 
convinced that this was the 
main attack until about the time 
that we finally broke out of the 
beachhead at St. Lo. He thought 
that another army was getting 
ready to come across at Calais 
and we had taken a lot of pains 
to get him to think so. We actu 
ally sent radio operators to 
eastern England to send mea 
sage* back 
and forth. 
You 
know, people experienced in de­ 
coding say they can tell an 
operator by his touch, so we 
used the same operators they 
had to be in Africa. We built 
wooden rafts in the shape of 
boats so airplanes flying at high 
altitudes would think they were 
photographing an invasion fleet. 
We knew from our previous 
dealings with Rommel in Africa 
that he always committed hi* 
reserve divisions as soon as he 
got his hands on them. We were 
afraid that he might wait until 
he got three or four divisions 
and make a concentrated at­ 
tempt to throw us back into the 
sea, but he never did. 
For us, the darkest hour on 
D-Day came about noon. The 
1st Division wa* still pinned 
down behind the sea wall and 
locked in a deadly struggle with 
the 352nd. Because of paralyzing 
casualties suffered by our demo­ 
lition teams, only six paths had 
been blown through the under­ 
water obstacle field and a tre­ 
mendous traffic jam had devel­ 
oped offshore. Omaha had fallen 
badly 
behind 
schedule. 
The 
beach was littered with stove-in 
craft, drowned out vehicles and 
burned out tanks. For a time 
there we didn’t know whether to 
divert the second wave of more 
than 25,000 troops to another 
beach. 
This would have exposed us

to a greater risk in the event 
of a counterattack. I always say 
thank God for the 1st Division. 
This was their fourth amphibi­ 
ous invasion. They had gone in 
N o r t h Africa, Sicily and Sar­ 
dinia. Any inexperienced divi­ 
sion might not have made it 
that day. It was 1:30 p.m. be­ 
fore we learned that the 1st had 
hurled back one of Rommel’s 
toughest divisions and was ad­ 
vancing up the brush-covered 
slopes. 
For Ike, the vigil must have 
been even more agonizing. I 
kept 
getting 
messages 
from 
him: “ Please send me a situa­ 
tion report.” I’d been sending 
him messages all day, but they 
weren’t getting through. Actu 
ally, what had happened was 
they didn’t have the capacity to 
decode messages fast enough, 
and the ones I was sending went 
straight to the bottom of the 
pile. 
Despite the traffic jam that 
morning, the engineers did a 
terrific job cleaning up Omaha 
Beach to keep those supplies 
moving in, and to bring the 
wounded out. My supply officer 
once told me that 7,000 different 
items of equipment were landed 
on the beach in the first four 
hours. When the Germans cap­ 
tured one of our phase maps 
that first or second day, show­ 
ing all our objectives for the 
next 60 days, they concluded the 
invasion was a failure because 
we hadn’t gotten that far. But 
the map was only a most opti­ 
mistic projection for supply pur­ 
pose*, so that we could plan for 
bridging materials and 
bull­ 
dozers to built airstrips and not 
have to wait for our supplies to 
catch up with us. 
A few years ago I went back 
to Omaha Beach. 
People were swimming in the 
surf where Rommel had planted 
his iron flanges to tear up our 
tanks, and plowing the fields 
where he had planted polts to 
prevent our glider landings. 
I even looked for some of 
those pillboxes that had proved 
so tough for us on D-Day, but I 
couldn’t find the one I remem­ 
bered best. I was told that a 
Frenchman had used it as a 
foundation for his house. 
I spent three days at Omaha 
then, visiting the cemetery and 
just walking around. Even then, 
it all seemed so long ago. It was 
hard to believe that so many 
lives, and so much effort, and 
such bravery on the part of so 
many had gone into gaining a 
five-mile sliver of land.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Johnson administration’s recent 
economy drive is keeping num 
erous potential draftees in sev­ 
eral areas of Ohio out of the 
Army for at least an additional 
month, state Selective Service 
headquarters disclosed today. 
Col. James Brennan, execu 
tive officer, said the headquart 
ers has been trying to rebuild 
its large pool of acceptable 
draftees, 
depleted 
last 
year 
when married men were ex­ 
cluded from the draft. 
As a result, he said, larger 
numbers of registrants of draft 
age than normal have been 
called to take their physical 
examinations and other mental 
tests at induction centers around 
the state. 
Because of the economy meas­ 
ures, he said, the extra money 
needed to transport these extra 
men from their homes to the 
centers and to pay meals and 
lodging is not available. 
Several of these men who had 
been slated for examinations 
this month, therefore, have been 
delayed for at least a month. 
Brennan emphasized that any 
men slated to go on active duty 
still would be doing so as 
scheduled. 
He said only the men who 
have to travel by bus, train and 
plane from cities other than the 
induction centers at Cleveland, 
Columbus and Cincinnati are 
being delayed, and then only the 
extra men being summoned to 
build up the available pooh
